Murder in Paris.

Yesterday Mr., Charles E. Whitehead, the
counsgcl for the French Consulate, executlud
cominiselon rogatory in the United SBtages Ris
trict Court, takiog test'mony in regurd w the
murder of Thomas Laverque,

1t appears that Thomas Laverque, a Judge of
one ol the French Courts, snd n man aged
seveniy-eight years, while coming from London
to Parws in October laat, made the acquantance
cf n youug Frepnchman named Gabriel Poncet.
Oo the ith of that month the Judwe and the
young man walked cut together to spead the
evemng,

O tive next day the body of the old Judege was
fuund in the Bow de Boanlogne with several stubs
in the breast and ‘the pockets rifled, The young
Frenchman was arrested, but ghowed no proot
of guwlt,  Umider crossoxumination he staled
that he hud been a walter at Fijux's Hotel, in
New York, and who his sequaintances had been
there, Herenpon a coymission rogatory wase
sent to thix city, through Yhe French Consul, to
examine whoever might have knowledge con-
cerning the matter,

The commission executed, it was diocovered
that Gabriel Pomest came to this country an
eccuped foreal foom Cayenne, That he worked
during the mondh of August last ut Fijux's Hotel,
in Waverle plage, and belog then guite poor he
was sent by the l;bt‘rulll,y ol Mr, fedenkeler, a
cornpatriof, back to France, where, on his arri-
val, he was arrested for this murder.

But the lmk in the preof dbtained which will
weigh heaviest wiin the accused, was, that he
had sent & box with some presents in it to the
friends who had aided him at New York, The
box being intercepted was found to contain the
walch and oubher valnables of the murdered man.
